First, he was a moral young man.

bad been taught in his home, far away, 
to abstain from intoxicating drinks and 
while separated by many miles from the 
place of hia nativity and while a captive 
"he was true to the moral 
principles 


taught him in his home in Judea. 
Morality is one of the foundation stones 
of true greatness without which no truly 
gre.at individual has eter lived. 


Second, persevering industry. If you 


are looking forward to a life of ease, 
make up your mind there will be no 
greatness for yon. 
God said: six days 


shalt thou labor and that meant rich as 
well as poor. 
Daniel worked tor his 


greatness. 


Third, Daniel was conscientious in hig 


duty to himself. 
You may be called to a 


position of trust. 
It may ba possible 


you may shirk your duty and be dis- 
honest and your employer never know 
it, but stop and agk yourself the ques- 
tion, will my duty to myself allow me 
to do aught that will injure another? In 
the words of one of the world's greatest 
thinkers, "to thy own self be trne," and 
as the night follows the day, be who is 
true to himself cannot be untrue to oth- 
ers. 


Fourth, Daniel's fourth element of 


greatness was bis supreme faith in God.
